19 . The orop - cutting will be done exactly in the same manner as is 
being done in tho case of paddy under instructions from the Government 
of India . 

20. Any violation of the above rules and dishonesty on the part of 
the oompetitor will disqualify him .

28. In judging the effort made, the sotual yields obtained should not 
be the sole criterion , since this puts too much of a premium , on good 
land . The reward is intended to encourage the adoption of improved 
practices, as listed hereinafter, and the skill and labour shown by the 
cultivator in the production of food crops . 

24. The total effort put in by the grower into the production of his 
crops as judged by ( a) the excellence of his food crops , (b) the condition 
of his fields. generally , (c) the extent of bis having adopted some or all 
of the following improved practices shall guide the judges in their asseblo 
ment of the effort made in each case .

( 2 ) The guardian 80 appointed has, after the death of the father and 
of the mother , if the father has predeceased her , the right to act as the 
minor s guardian , and to exercise all the rights of a natural guardian under 
this Act to such extent and subject to such restriotions , if any , as may 
be specified in the will: 

( 8) Subject to the provisions of this Act, & Hindu widow may, by will , 
appoint a guardian for any of her minor children in respect of the person 
of the minor : 

Provided that her husband has not already by will appointed any per 
son to be the guardian of the person of such child . 

( 4) The right of the guardian so appointed shall , where the minor is 
a girl, Godse on her marriage. 

10. Duty of guardian to bring up minor as a Hindu. - It shall be the 
duty of the guardian of Hindu minor to bring up the minor as a Elindu . 

11: De facto guardian not to deal with minor s property .-- After the 
commencement of this Aot , no person shall be entitled to dispose of, or 
deal with , the proporty of a Hindu minor merely on the ground of his 
or her being the de facto guardian of the minor . 

12. Guardian not to be appointed for minor s undivided interest in 
joint family property . Where « minor has an undivided interest in joint 
family property and the property is under the management of an adult 
member of the family , no guardian shall be appointed for the minor in 
respect of such undivided interest. 

Provided that nothing in this section shall be deemed to affect the 
jurisdiction of a High Court to appoint a guardian in rospaot of such 
interost . 

13. Welfare of mikor to be paramount consideration . - In the appoint 
ment or declara tion of any person 26 guardian of & Hindu minor by a 
Court, the welfare of the minor shall be the paramount consideration and 
no person shall be entitled to the guardianship by virtue of the provisions 
of this Act or of any law , relating to guardianship in marriage among 
Hindus, if the Court is of opinion that his or her guardianship will not 
be for the welfare of the minor .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


This is another instalment of the Hindu Code and it deals with the 
law relating to minority and guardianship . 

( 2). Under the Indian Majority Act , 1875 , a person attains majority 
on his completing tho age of 18 years but if before the completion of that 
age he has a guardian appointed by the court, be attains majority on con 
pleting the ago of 21 years . That Act applies to all persons including 
Hindus but an excoption is made with respect to 

the capacity 

capacity of apy 
person to act in the matter of marriage, dower, divorce and adoption . 
Marriage and divorce have already boon dealt with so far as Ilipdue 
aro concerned and the definition of minor in the Bill will ensure that the 
age of majority is 18 for all practical purposes . 

(3 ) Guardians may be divided into three classes Damely ,. (1) natural 
guardians , (2 ) testamentary guardians and (8 ) guardians appointed under the 
Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 , and the present Bill is supplemental to the 
Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 , and deals with natural guardinns and 
testamentary guardians, incidentally abolishing de facto guardians. 

( 4 ). The notes on clauses explain , wherever necessary , the various pro 
visions contained in the . Bill .

They also provided that a Hindu widow may appoint a toatamentary 
Guardian i bor busband has not already appointed any such guardian .

( lause 11. - Under the existing law , & de facto guardian has the same 
power of alionating the property of his ward as a natural guardian . This 
olause abolishes de facto guardians there is no need to continue to 
grant rocognition to such guardians. 

Claust 12. - So long as the joint family system exists this provision , 
which is in accordanco with the existing law , is necessary . 

Clause 13.-- A8 in section 17 of the Guardians and Wards Act, 1890 , 
the welfare of the minor has beon made the paramount consideration in 
the appointment or declaration of any person as guardians of a Hindu 
minor .

dix . It is assumed that the State of Andhra will be constituted in the nomr tutaire 
with the torritories indicated in the Prime Minister s announcement and thank u part 
of the Bellary district will be transferred from the Suate of Madras to thae State of 
Mysore .

Coorg also inust 
obviously continue to have one sent as at prosent. On the all- India average 
of 7.23 labus per feat, the States of Vindhya 

Vindhya Pradesh , Dolhi, IIimachal 
Pradesh and Ajmer chonot continue to enjoy the weightage they bayo at 
present in the House of tho Poople In eaob of thieso cases , the number 
of represuntatives has been reduced by onu so that the -e four Slatos got 
5 , 3, 2 and 1 respectively, or , 11 soats in all. The reprosentation of Bhopal 
which has a population of 836,474 cannot very well be reduced from 2 
to I , and accordingly the present nunilser of 2 has been retained for that 
Sluto . The total number of seats allotted to the Puit O States thus coires 
to 21. 


The allocation of the remaining 479 selts Ainong the part A and l art 
B States has been made strictly on the basis of the latest census figures in 
the following manier . The total populating of these States comes to 
85 1,099,840 which , divided by - 479, gives an average of 782, 88 per edat. 
The population of each State is divided by this letter Qumbar and the 
neurest integral number of seats allotted to that State. Similarly , the number 
of seats proposed to be reserved for the Scheduled Castos and the Scheduled 
Tribes , if any , in each State bas been caloulated strictly in accordance 
with the provisions of Article 880 , fractions less than one -halt being igaored 
and fractions not less than one -halt being taken as one . The calculations 
are shown in Part 1 of the Appendix . 

Assignment of seats to the Legislative Assemblies. According to 
notion 8 (1 ) ( h ) of the Aot, the total number of verts to be assigned 
to the Logislative Assembly of oach Part A State and of each Part B. 
State , other than Jaromu and Kashmir , has to form an integral multiple of 
the total nuin ber of meats allotted to that State in the House of the People , 
1.- will be obsorved from the table above , in which the States have been 
listed in descending order of population , that as we go down the list the 
multiple generally increases from 5 to 13 and the total strength of the 
Assembly dindinishes from 480 to 60. In the majority of cases the existing 
strength of the Legislative Assembly has been maintained unaltered , but a 
change is necessary in a fow States for reasons explained below . 

For Bombay .which has bosn allotted 49 seats in the House of the People , 
it is proposed that the multiple should Be 6 , giving an Assembly of 294 
thombers instead of 318 as at present. The retention of the existing multiple 

7. would have meant an inorease in the strengh of the Assembly to 
G4 whtoh dann not seem necessary . The proposed reduction of the total 
aumtex of members by 21 would involve only #bligat inorease in the 

toptand population of an Average Assombly constituonoy , which in an , 
android u wilvoland State like Bombay should not be material.

Madrus is 8. and it is proposed to retain it , giving 
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Madhya Pradesh and Rajasthan have at present a comparatively bigla 
multiple of 8. The commission proposes to maintain it in both the States 
mainly because of the low density of population (163 and 117 , respectively ,. 
per square mile ) and poor communications: 

For the new State of Andhra a multiple of 6 , giving an Assembly of 
168 members , is proposed . 

According to the census figures, Punjal) is allottod 17. seats in te 
House of the People in place of the existing 18. It is, however , proposed 
to retain the existing multiple of 7 , giving a Logislatiro Assombly of 119 
members . 

On tho assumption that the major part of Bellary district will be transferred 
to Mysore when the Andhra Stite is forined , Mysre will be entitled to 13 seats 
in the House of the Peoplå instead of the existing II. It is proposed to retain the 
existing multiple of 9, which will give a Legislative Assembly of 117 members . 

Since Travancore Cuchin gets one more seat in the Houer , of the l eople 
the total strength of the Assembly will have either to be increased from 
108 ·to 117 or reduced slightly , to 104. In a densely populated State with small 
sized constituencing it appears unnecessary to increase the size of the Asgem 
bly tu 117 by retaining the existing multiple of 9. It is accordingly pro 
posed to fix the strength of the Assembly at 104, the multiple being 8. 

In Assam , it is proposed to retain the existing number of reservations 
for the autonomous distriots in all .cases. According to Article 382 (1) of 
- the Constitution , the number of seats reseļved for each of the six autono 
mou , distriots should bear to the total number of seats in the Assembly 
a proportion not less than the population of the district bears to the total 
population of the State . Strictly according to populatjon figures, it would 
bo sufficient to give three seats to the Garo Hills district in place of the 
existing 4. The Associate Members of Assam were , bowever , unanimous 
in suggesting that a reduction afecting only cne of the autonomous districts 
would be liable to be misunderstood by its tribal population and that their 
would be no harm in giving four seats to this distriot., it is, therefore , 
proposed to leave the rrunber of reserved seats for all the autonomous dis 
tricts as they are at present,

of Central Government Servants . 
According to the existing practice, Central Government servants are required 
initially to pay from their 

resources the hospital bills etc. , in conneotion 
with their medical attendance and treatment, and to claim reimbursoment from 
Government, of the expenditure incurred by them , to the extent it is admissible 
under the Central Services ( Medioal Attendance ) Rules , subsequently . In this 
connection , it has been brought to the notice of the Government of India that 
this practice entails considerable hardship in certain cases of low - paid employees 
who find it difficult to make initial payment of hospital bills eto., from their private 
resources , With a view to pruviding relief in such cases , it has been decided that 
heads of offices concerned may grant advances to Central Government servants to 
enable them initially to meet expenditure on their medical attendance and treat 
ment on the terms and conditions mentioned below :

(i ) 

The advance would be admissible only in cases where a Government 
servant or a member of his family is being treated as an in - patient 
in a hospital under the provisions of the Central Services ( Medical 

Attendance ) Rules , 
(ii) The application for an advance should be supported by a certificate 

from the medical oflicer- in - charge that the patient is being treated as 
an in - patient in the hospital. Such a certificate should also indicate 
the probable duration of stay of the patient in the hospital, and anti 
cipated cost of treatment which would otherwise be reimbursable Rules ;
